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Students learn from ER drill |

EAST JORDAN — Students at 
East Jordan Public Schools left their 
books behind temporarily for a 
hands-on opportunity to learn about 
emergency life-saving techniques. 

The schools participated in the 
multi-agency cardiac emergency 
drill on Nov. 14 in observance of 
Michigan CPR and AED Awareness 
Week. CPR is cardiopulmonary re- 
suscitation and AED refers to Auto- 
matic External Defibrillator. 

Demonstrations included CPR 
techniques with the use of a manikin 
and AED operation with a unit on 
site. 


“We wanted to make the drill as © 


realistic as possible,” said Cal Prins, 
principal of the Elementary School 
where the demonstrations were held. 
“We also wanted to increase the 
awareness about the availability of 
AED units in all of our schools.” 

Teacher Kathy Drenth, who is a 
certified EMT, involved her students 
in the drill. 

“The students found the drill to 
be exhilarating and intense, and it 
purposefully reinforced the skills 
they’ve learned and sparked a 
lively conversation after the drill,” 
Drenth said. “They’re eager to 
learn more.” 

Local agencies that participated 
include East Jordan EMS, Fire De- 
partment and city police, the Sher- 
iff’s Department, Char-Em Interme- 
diate School District, 9-1-1 and the 
Charlevoix County Office of Emer- 
gency Management. 

The Elementary. and Middle 
Schools received a grant from the

Foundation in April that provided 
funding for the AED units now in 
the schools and also provided train- 
ing for school staff. Teacher Meg 
Kitson was one of those who re- 
ceived training. 

“Ym glad that I got a chance to 
practice under such real circum- 
stances,” Kitson said about the drill. 
“T was really nervous and my stom- 


ach was full of butterflies, but every- 
thing went really well.” 

School district superintendent 
Chip Hansen was pleased with the 
outcome of the drill. 

“We work hard on being prepared 
for potential emergencies,” he said. 
“Our faculty and staff members did a 
very good job today, as did all of the 
first responders and other agency 


representatives who supported the 
drill.” 

Michigan CPR and AED Aware- 
ness Week is sponsored by the 
American Heart Association and the 
Kimberly Anne Gillary Foundation. 
The Gillary Foundation provided the 
funding to place an AED unit at East 
Jordan High School several years 
ago.
